J General JoHn J. Pershing the po­ 
sition of ambassador to France last 
week but that the SO-year-oid com­ 
mander of tile American Expedi­ 
tionary Forces in the last war had 
declined it with deep regret on the 
advice of hi* doctors 
W illiam C. Bullit, present ambas­ 
sador to France, submitted his resig­ 
nation November 7 
Mr. Roosevelt 
said that he had not yet accepted 
It. 
He said lie knew nothing except 
what he had seen in newspapers 
about report* that Joseph P K en ­ 
nedy would resign as ambassador to 
London. 
While he expect* to resume his 
inspection of national defense act- 
|ivitie*. the chief executive would not 
discus* times or places, beyond sav­ 
ing that some of the trips would be 
made next month. 
Mr. Roosevelt cautioned reporters 
against saying it could be taken for 
granted that consideration wa* be­ 
ing given to increasing aid to B rit­ 
ain. 
After challenging anyone to show 
him how plane production could be 
speeded up, he added that you can't 
pas* a bill or issue an order and get 
aircraft the following day.

THE CHAPTER of St 
Luke 
w hich comprises today a lesson is 
one of the most charm ing pictures 
of the life of our Lord on earth 
It mentions three women who be­ 
lieved in the Lord and minis­ 
tered to Him. Mary Magdalene 
had been cured of evil spirits by 
Him; Joanna wa# the wife of 
Un usa#, steward or chamberlain 
of Herod AnLpas, and Susanna, 
who is not mentioned anywhere 
else in the New Testament. Alt 
three were faithful followers who 
aided the Lord in His great work 
A great multitude was follow­ 
ing Jesus, and He told them a 
parable of a sower who scattered 
grain Some of the grains fell on to 
hard, barren ground, and almost 
a t once birds flew down and ate 
them for food; others fell on stony 
ground that gave no moisture, and 
when the seels came up they 
quickly withered Still others fell 
in ground that allowed them to 
sprout and grow, but thorns grew 
also, and choked the good grain 
O thers fell into good ground and 
grew up and made a good har­ 
vest. As He told th* parable He 
cried, "He that hath ears to hear, 
let him hear.” 
The disciples wanted to know 
the meaning of this parable, grid 
Jesus explained that the seed was 
the word of God which was heard 
by many people Some hearts w’ert 
hard and the word mad* no im­ 
pression on them. It wa* as if 
birde flew dowm and plucked the 
words 
and 
at* 
them. 
Others' 
hearts were stony, and while the 
good words might be sown in 
them, they soon were forgotten 
because the minda of those who 
received wert not interested and 
gave them no thought in which to 
frow. 
O thers heard and believed at 
first, but allowed other Interests, 
like 
weeds, 
to choke 
out 
all 
thought of them But there were 
many whose minds and hearts 
welcomed the fruitful thoughts 
and cheriahed them, and gathered 
a rich harvest of Ane Christian 
living from them. 
Mio mi on Galilee 
The Sea of Galilee is a beautiful 
body of water 350 feet below sea 
level. It is usually calm, but aud- 
den storms arise on it. After 
teaching the people, Jesus and His 
disciples embarked in a boat to 
go to the other side of the sea. 
Jesus, 
being weaned, went 
to 
sleep, and a great storm arose, 
which rocked the boat and fright­ 
ened the fishermen so that they 
called Jesus, telling Him that they 


were about to perish. Jesus re­ 
buked the waves and they stilled. 
Then H* turned to His disciples, 
reproving them for their lack of 
faith. 
On the other side of the sea they 
were met by a man sorely afflicted 
w ith demons. So tormented was he 
that he hid in tombs and wore no 
clothes 
The evil spirits spoke 
through his mouth, asking Jesus 
not to command them to go into 
the sea, but into a herd of swine 
which was feeding near by. Jesus 
did as they asked, and the swine 
ran down a steep place into the 
sea and were drowned. The man 
flung himself at Jesus’ feet, and 
later went about telling everyone 
of his release But the people who 
saw the miracle were frightened, 
and asked Him to go away. So He 
went back to the ahip and re­ 
turned to the other aide. 
’ Miracle of the Mirk Woman 
The people on the other side of 
the sea received Him gladly. A 
man named Janua. a ruler of the 
synagogue, came to Him, saying 
that his young daughter waa til, 
and asking that Jesus make her 
well. People crowded about the 
Master, and as He made His way 
to Janus' house, He felt power 
go out of Him. and asked who had 
touched Him. The disciples had 
seen nothing and told Him the 
multitude pressed so close about 
Him that no Ona special had done 
so. Then a woman who had beeo 
ill for 12 years came to Him and 
threw herself at His feet, saying 
that she had come behind Him and 
touched th* hem of His garment
